IN GENERAL DEBATE SEPT. 25, GA HEARD VIEWS OF DAHOMEY, 
POLAND, BELGIUM, IRAN, KENYA. NETHERLANDS, BARBADOS, SIERRA 
LEONE, GREECE AND GHANA. SPEAKERS LISTED FOR SEPT. 26 ARE 
ROMANIA, CHINA, BULGARIA, FRANCE, NORWAY, TANZANIA, TURKEY, 
INDIA, IRELAND, MONGOLIA AND LESOTHO. 


DAHOMEY- IN BITING SPEECH, AMB ADJIBADE HAILED THE RECENT 
VICTORIES OF THE CAMBODIAN AND VIETNAMESE COMMUNISTS, AND 
PROPOSED THAT THE RIGHT OF VETO IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL BE 
REVISED TO REQUIRE A MAIORITY VOTE BY ITS PERMANENT MEMBERS. 

HE ALSO URGED THE IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS 
FROM KOREA AND CYPRUS, AND CALLED ON THE SUPERPOWERS TO RESOLVE 
THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION. ON SOUTHERN AFRICA 
ISSUES, HE EXCORIATED SOUTH AFRICA AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND 
CALLED ON PRIME MINISTER SMITH TO ACCEPT THE PRECONDITIONS FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS DEMANDED BY THE RHODESIAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. 
ADJIBADE ALSO CALLED ON THE GREAT POWERS TO REDUCE THEIR 
PRODUCTION AND EXPORT OF ARMS, AND URGED THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE AGREEMENTS REACHED AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. (OURTEL 
4529) 

POLAND - FOREIGN MINISTER OLSZOWSKI EXPRESSED SATISFACTION 
THAT THE GROWTH OF DETENTE HAS BROUGHT THE WORLD MUCH CLOSER 
TO THE GOAL OF PEACEFUL INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. HE CITED 
THE RECENT EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE AS A HOPEFUL CONTRI- 
BUTION TO BOTH THE EASTING OF TENSIONS OF EUROPE AND THE SOLUTION 
OF GLOBAL PROBLEMS. BUT HE STRESSED THE URGENCY OF 
EFFORTS TO PROMOTE DISARMAMENT THROUGH THE STRATEGIC ARMS 
LIMITATION TALKS, A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE, THE 
VIENNA TALKS ON THE MUTUAL REDUCTION OF 

ARMED FORCES IN CENTRAL EUROPE, AND THE GENEVA CONFERENCE ON THE 
PROHIBITION OF MILITARY USE OF ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION TECH- 
NIQUES. HE ALSO ENDORSED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NUCLEAR-FREE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ZONES, AND SOVIET INTITATIVES FOR A COMPLETE PROHIBITION OF 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTING AND PROHIBITION OF THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF NEW WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION. ON OTHER ISSUES, 
OLSZOWSKI SUPPORTED THE SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A SYSTEM OF COLLECTIVE SECURITY IN ASIA, AND URGED THE GA TO 
PASS A RESOLUTION WHICH WILL ACCELERATE THE PEACEFUL RE- 
UNIFICATION OF KOREA. HE ALSO INDICATED APPROVAL OF THE 
"CONSTRUCTIVE DECISIONS" MADE AT THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, AND 
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THOSE REACHED AT THE IWY CONFERENCE IN MEXICO CITY. 

IN CONCLUSION, HE EMPHATICALLY REITERATED HIS VIEW THAT THE 
UN SHOULD BE IMPROVED NOT THROUGH REVISION OF ITS CHARTER, 

BUT THROUGH STRICTER RESPECT FOR ITS PRINCIPLES.

BELGIUM - FOREIGN MINISTER VAN ELSLANDE REVIEWED MAJOR 
PROBLEMS BEFORE THE UN, STRESSING BELGIUM'S EFFORTS IN HUMAH 
RIGHTS AND HIGHLIGHTING SEVERAL PROPOSALS. HE ENCOURAGED 
STRENGTHENING OF THE UN THROUGH RESPECT FOR THE CHARTER, 

CAUTIONING THAT ANY REVISION SHOULD BE GUIDED BY ITS REVIEW 
PROCEDURE. TURNING TO POLITICAL ISSUES, VAN ELSLANDE URGED 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE CSCE AGREEMENT, PROGRESS IN THE MBFR TALSK, 

AND A LOWERING OF THE CEILING TO NUCLEAR WEAPONS AGREED TO 
BY THE US AND USSR. HE ALSO REITERATED BELGIUM'S SUPPORT 
FOR A "BINDING’' INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT TO END NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
TESTING AND PROPOSED "REGIONAL NEGOTIATIONS" AS 

THE APPROPRIATE FORUM FOR PROGRESS IN CONVENTIONAL DISARMAMENT. 

ON THE MIDDLE EAST, VAN ELSLANDE WELCOMED THE SINAI AGREEMENT, 

SHARING SECRETARY KISSINGER'S BELIEF THAT PEACE MUST 
BE BUILT BY STEPS, AND URGED NEW PROGRESS ON THE SYRIAN FRONT 
AND A "REPLY" TO THE LEGITIMATE AND NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS" 

OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. ON CYPRUS, VAN ELSLANDE WARNED AGAINST ANY 
UNILATERAL 

DECLARATIONS AND URGED THAT UN DEBATE ON THIS TOPIC 

FOLLOW THE PROCEDURE ADOPTED LAST YEAR WHEREBY REPRESENTATIVES 

OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES WOULD BE HEARD IN THE SPECIAL POLITICAL 

COMMITTEE BEFORE DEBATE IN PLENARY. HE REGRETTED THAT THE 

VIETNAMS WERE NOT ADMITTED TO THE UN, ASSERTED THAT THERE 

WERE TWO STATES ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA, QUESTIONED THE ARGUMENT THAT 

UNITY SHOULD PRECEDE UN ADMISSION, AND URGED THE ADOPTION 

OF A RESOLUTION WHICH RESPECTED THE SOVEREIGNTY OF THE TWO KOREAN 

STATES AND MAINTAINED THE ARMISTICE. HE ALSO TOUCHED ON 
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LEBANON, RHODESIA, SOUTH AFRICA, PORTUGAL, AND 
EUROPEAN UNITY. 

TURNING TO ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL ISSUES, VANELSLANDE HAILED 
THE "SPRIIT OF UNDERSTANDING" THAT GOVERNED THE 7TH SPECIAL 
SESSION AND PLEDGED BELGIUM TO IMPLEMENT ITS DECISIONS. 

STRESSING BELGIUM’S WORK TO PROTECT HUMAN RIGHTS, VAL ELSLANDE 
UNDERSCORED NATIONAL S O VEREIGMNT Y AS THE FUNDAMENTAL OBSTACLE, 
NOTED THE APPROACH ADOPTED BY THE EUROPEAN COURT OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS WHEREBY THE PRINCIPLE OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY OR 
INTERFERENCE IN DOMESTICD AFFAIRS COULD NOT BE INVOKED, AND 
HOPED THE SAME ATTITUDE WOULD PREVAIL AMONG PARTIES OF THE 
CSCE AGREEMENT. IN HIS DISCUSSION OF VARIOUS HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES, 

HE STATED THAT BELGIUM WOULD BE SUBMITTING A DRAFT 
DECLARATION ON THE RIGHTS OF THE HANDICAPPED AND ALSO SUGGESTED 
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STRENGTHENING THE SYSTEM OF "COMMITTEES OF INQUIRY" 

AND MAKING RECOURSE AUTOMATIC. (REPEATED INFO BRUSSELS) 
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BARBADOS- FOREIGN MINISTER MOE BEGAN BY NOTING THAT, 

WHILE DECOLONIZATION PROCEEDS, ANGOLAN CONDITIONS ARE SUCH 
THAT THE FACTIONS SHOULD MERGE DIFFERENCES FOR NATIONAL 
UNITY. HE REJECTED THE "RATHER SPECIOUS” IDEA OF AN INEQUALITY 
AMONG NATIONS, DESIGNED TO "CHISEL DOWN" THE SMALLER NATIONS' NU- 
MERICAL REALITY. THOSE WHO WOULD DENY EQUALITY SHOULD EITHER 
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SURRENDER THE VETO OR PLACE IT AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE GA. 

BARBADOS BOTH UPHOLDS AND DEFENDS THE PRINCIPLE OF UNI- 
VERSALITY AND INDEPENDENCE SHOULD NOT BE INHIBITED BY 
IMPLIED AND EVEN OVERT THREATS OF DISMEMBERMENT. BARBADOS 
LOOKS FORWARD TO INDEPENDENCE AND SOVEREIGNTY OF BELIZE AND 
"URGES THEIR NEIGHBORS NOT TO ERECT OBSTACLES" BUTTOTRUS 
THE BET IZ TANS TO CONTRIBUTE TO PEACE AND STABILITY IN CENTERAL 
AMERICA. ONOTHER MATTERS: HE CONGRATULATED THE USG, EGYPT 
AND ISRAEL FROM "PERSISTENCE AND COURAGE" IN A PROBLEM 
OF "MONUMENTAL DIFFICULTY." HOWEVER, AN 

OVERALL SOLUTION CAN NEITHER IGNORE THE PALESTINIAN PROPLES" 

ELEMENTAL INTERESTS NOR THE ISRAELI RIGHT TO SURVIVAL. WHILE 
WELCOMING THE HELSINKI DECLARATION, THE MINISTER WISHED THE 
EUROPEAN STATES WOULD EXERCISE THE SAME RESTRAINTS 
WHEN THEIR INTERESTS CLASH ELSEWHERE. HE NOTED THE DE- 
TERIORATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, WHERE THE EVENTS HAVE SHOWN 
SOUTH AFRICA TO "PREACH DETENTE ABROAD AND PRACTISE DETENTION AT 
HOME." THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION WAS MARKED BY AN ATMOSPHERE 
OF COMPROMISE AND WILLINGNESS TO AGREE ON PRACTICAL PROGRAMS. IT 
NOW REMAINS " ONLY FOR STATES WHO WERE SO LAVISH IN THEIR SYM- 
PATHY" TO ACT POSITIVELY. 

AN EARLY CONCLUSION OF LAW OF THE SE CONVENTION IS ESSENTIAL 
FOR RATIONAL USE OF THE SEA. (REPEATED INFO BRIDGETOWN) 

SIERRA LEONE - CONGRATULATING NEWLY-INDEPENDENT COUNTRIES 
AND LOOKING FORWARD TO THE INDEPENDENCE OF THE SEYCHELLES 
AND SELF-DETERMINATION IN DJIBOUTI AND SPANISH SAHARA, 

FOREIGN MINISTER FRANCIS MINAH CONDEMNED THE "CALLOUS 
RESISTANCE" OF REGIMES WHICH CONTINUE TO DISREGARD THE 
1960 RESOLUTION ON INDEPENDENCE FOR COLONIAL PEOPLES. 

HE THEN NOTED "WITH SATISFACTION AND SOME MEASURE OF RELIEF" 

THE "COURAGEOUS" EFFORTS BY EUROPEANS, "WITH THE ACTIVE SUPPORT 
OF THE USA," TO CREATE A CLIMATE OF PEACE IN EUROPE. SIERRA 
LEONE SUPPORTS "EVERY GENUINE EFFORT" FROM ANY QUARTER AIMED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AT PEACE, SECURITY AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE LIVING STANDARDS OF THE 
WORLDS POOR. MINAH APPLAUDED THE DRASTIC 

CHANGE IN PORTUGUESE COLONIAL POLICY, WAS "DEEPLY SADDENED" 

BY THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA, PRAISED ZIMBABWEAN CONSOLIDATION 
UNDER THE ANC AND ACKNOWLEDGED " RECENT POSITIVE MOVES' BY THE 
UK AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA, AT THE SAME TIME EXPRESSING "UNE- 
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GHANA - AFTER PAYING THROUGHTFUL HOMMAGE TO THORN, 
BOUTEFLIKA, AND WALDHEIM. AND WELCOMING NEW UN MEMBERS, 
FOREIGN AFFIARS COMMISSIONER KWAME BAAH EXPRESSED CONCERN 
ABOUT ANGOLAN SITUATION, CAUTIONING AGAINST UN INTERVENTION 
AND ASSERTING CONFIDENCE IN THE OAU APPROACH. HE WAS 
"PUZZLED BY MANEUVERS AIMED AT IMPEDING THE ENTRY OF THE 
TWO VIETNAMS INTO THE UN”; THE "STALE AND MUSTY REPERTOIRE 
OF COLD-WAR DIPLOMACY BEING USED" TO KEEP THE VIETNAMESE 
OUT "IS AS SAD AS IT IS FUTILE." SOUTHERN AFRICA IS 
ENTANGLED IN THE "ODIOUS WEB" OF THE "HORRID SPIDER," 

THE VORSTER APARTHEID REPUBLIC; THERE IS "NO ALTERNATIVE 
TO A COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAM OF SANCTIONS AGAINST IT." 

THE SINAI AGREEMENT IS OF MAJOR SIGNIFICANCE, BUT IT HAS 
STIMULATED VIOLENT PASSIONS IN THE ARAB WORLD. GHANA IS 
THEREFORE HEARTENED BY THE US COMMITMENT TO SUSTAIN THE 
MOMENTUM OF NEGOTIATIONS. NO DURABLE SETTLEMENT IS 
FEASIBLE WITHOUT SOLUTION OF THE PALESTINE QUESTION; IT 
IS TIME TO CALL ON THE US AND ISRAEL "TO RECOGNIZE 
THE INEVITABLE ROLE OF THE PLO IN ANY MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS."
